Fleming Leaves Coleman 

Rev. Denis Fleming, priest of the Holy 
Ghost Catholic Church for the past nine years, 
was honored at a farewell party in the Elks hall 
Saturday evening, November 14th, when over 
250 parishioners and friends gathered for the 
occasion. 


Introduced by Chairman Frank 
Aboussafy, John Bind®, president 
of the Holy Name Society, gave a 
short talk expressing the entire 
Crows Nest Pass regrets on hear¬ 
ing the news that Father Fleming 
wias leaving the Pass. He also out¬ 
lined the active interest Father 
Fleming had displayed in com- 
muniity affairs here. 

Rev. S. Henke of St. Cyril’s in 
Bellevue, who came to the Pass at 
the same time as Father Fleming, 
gave an interesting talk, outlining 
Father Fleming’s life. He stated 
that he and Rev. Fleming had at¬ 
tended St. Joseph’s Seminary in 
Edmonton together and each had 
attended one another’s ordination - 
held only a few days apart. He 
commended Father Fleming for 
the fine work he had done and 
wished him success in his new 
Parish. 

Mrs. Lorraine Aiello, president cf 
the Catholic Women’s League, 
called on Father Fleming’s moth¬ 
er, Mrs. C. Fleming and on be¬ 
half of the League presented her 
with a bouquet of roses. 

Father Fleming was then called 
upon by Frank Aboussafy, who, on 
behalf of all present and the par¬ 
ish, presented him with a purse of 
money, and in doing so expressed 
the entire parish’s regrets at Fa¬ 
ther Fleming’s transfer to Cal¬ 
gary. F.y j^yftfi.cing his 
leaving the Crows Nest Pass, Rev. 
Fleming thanked the parishioners 
for the gift and their faithfulness 
during the years. 

Entertainment was then provid¬ 
ed by Harry Setla and his sons, 
from Blairmore, who played sev¬ 
eral orchestra numbers. 

A vote of thanks was extended 
to the Ladies of St. Paul’s United 
Church who served the supper, 
prepared by the C.W.L., so that 
the Catholic Ladies could enjoy 
the affair. An evening dancing 
concluded the occasion. 

Father Fleming, 39, was born in 
Sidney Mines, Nova Scotia, on 
October 10, 1925. The family came 
to Blairmore in 1926, where Fa- 
'ther Fleming attended both public 
and high school. He attend^ St. 
Anthony’s College for one year and 
prior to this in 1944, joined the 
Navy in Calgary, and served as an 
ordinary seaman on a number of 
land bases, including Gaspe and 
Halifax In 1946 he entered St. Jo¬ 
seph’s Seminary in Eldmonton, and 
dming the summer months he 
worked in the coal mine at Blair¬ 
more at such oecupaitions as buck¬ 
ing coal and packing timber. 

After attending St. Joseph’s for 
six years, he was ordained in 1952 
at his home town Church, St. 
Anne’s Catholic Church in Blair¬ 
more. 

Bishop Johnson of Nelson, and 
presently Archbishop of Vancouver 
was in charge of the ordination 
and the sermon at the First Mass 
was preached by Bishop M. A. 
'Harrington Of Kamloops, B. C., and 
formerly of Blairmore. 

Father A. Anderson now of Cal¬ 
gary, and formerly of Blairmore, 
was the assistant priest at the 
Mass and Father Henke of Belle¬ 
vue assisted as master of cere¬ 
monies at the ordination. Four 
days later Father Henke was or¬ 
dained at Rockyford where Father 
Fleming acted as assistant to the 
Archbishop. 

Rev. Fleming’s first posting was 
at St. Mary’s Cathedral in Cal¬ 
gary, as assistant and while there 
was Chaplain at the Holy Cross 
Hospital in Calgary. After three 
years in the dty. Rev. Fleming 
came to Coleman in September of 
1966. 

Besides his parish duties, Fa¬ 
ther Fleming has tdten a very 
■active part in community affairs 
being president of the Coleman 
Athletic Association for several 
years and also taking a promin¬ 
ent part in coacbkig midget, bant¬ 
am and juvenOe hockey. 


Last year he coached the Cole¬ 
man Grands hockey team and also 
played on the Coleman Old-Timers’ 
line-up. 

When baseball functioned in the 
■Pass he also took part in this 
■sport. Father Fleming also con¬ 
ducted the 35 voice Crows Nest 
■Pass Mixed Choir which enter- 
■tained members from all of the 
Pass towns. He was also Chaplain 
of the Coleman Holy Name Soci¬ 
ety and of the Catholic Women's 
■League. 

He will leave here on Novem¬ 
ber 15th to take over his new dut¬ 
ies on November 22nd. 

Mrs. Fleming, his m'Other, will 
also move to Calgary. 

Father Fleming will take over 
and organize St. Luke’s Parish in 
■the Brentwood district in Calgary. 
His first duties will include build¬ 
ing a church in this district of 
■northwest Calgary- 

Father Fleming will be replaced 
here by Rev. Walter Krewski 'jf 
■Tilley, Alberta. Father Krewski 
■was parish priest at Cowley aibout 
10 years ago.

And we have a 
moral obligation to try to meet the needs of 
others at prices they can afford. 


Report From 
Parliament Hill 

(By Lawrence E. Kindt, M.P.) 

Recently tihere has been an in¬ 
tense debate in the House of Oom- 
mons concerning the CBC. For 
years there have been many and 
varied complaints regarding the 
administration and programs cif the 
OBC, and now these complaints 
are receiving a thorough airing in 
Parliament. 

For a number of reasons the op¬ 
erations of the OBC have not been 
discussed at any length in Parlia¬ 
ment for several years, and dur¬ 
ing recent months the Secretary of 
State (who answers on behalf of 
the OBC in Parliament) has re¬ 
fused to answer questions concern¬ 
ing that organization, on the 
ground that it is not a Govern¬ 
ment Department. 

In theory this is quite correct, 
but in fact it is ridiculous. The 
Canadian taxpayers provide about 
$100 million a year to maintain the 
OBC and it seems incredMe that 
MP’s cannot make inquiries con¬ 
cerning the operation of the Cor¬ 
poration. 

Like the Civil Service Commis¬ 
sion, the OBC was set up so that 
it would be completely independ¬ 
ent of “political interference’’ — 
and with this anyone would agree, 
as no one wants a Government- 
controlled propaganda agency such 
as one sees in the Soviet Union. 
On the other hand, the CBC has 
become so “independent’’ that it 
seems to feel that it is a complete 
law unto itself and is not siAject 
to control by anyone. 

Recently, it has become the cus¬ 
tom that when any MP (regard¬ 
less of Party) raises any matter 
concerning the CBC there are 
shouts of “political interference”. 

Most MP’s are now getting fed 
up with this nonsense and Can¬ 
ada’s Number One Gold-plated 
Sacred Cow is now receiving a 
thorough examination. 

There is unndouibted waste, ex¬ 
travagance and sloppy administra¬ 
tion on a large scale hr-the Cor¬ 
poration. 

Recreational Grants 
By Alta. Govt. 

A standard application f<H'm has 
been pr^red and is now avai- 
abte to Alberta communities who 
desire to make application for rec¬ 
reation^ facilities grants, under 
the extension to the Recreational 
Facilities Grants Program which 
was mnounced earlier this year by 
the Provindal Secretary, the Hon. 
Ambrose Hokwacfa. 

Appiicatkn for a ^aat must be 
made <hi these official applicatioa 
foims, and must be subndtted no 
later tbap the 3iat day of llaidi, 


1965. They should be addressed to 
the Department of the Provincial 
Secretary. 

In the case of a town or village, 
application will be made by the 
town or village council; in the case 
of a hamlet or community organ¬ 
ization in a county or itmmV iiiaJ 
distriot, by the county coooeroed; 
in the case of a hamlet or com¬ 
munity organization in an improve¬ 
ment district or special area, by 
the Department of Municipal Af¬ 
fairs. 

Under the terms of the exten¬ 
sion to the program, a town, vil¬ 
lage or hamleit whose popuktiioa in 
1964 totals 100 or more persons, 
and which has not previously re¬ 
ceived a Recreational Grant or any 
part of it, is eligible for a grant 
of $10 per capita of population. 

A town, village or hamlet whose 
population in 1964 totals at least 50 
persons, but less than 100 persons, 
and which has not previously re¬ 
ceived a Recreational Grant or 
any part of it, can qualify for a 
grant of $800. In addition, a town, 
village or hamlet with a popula¬ 
tion of at least 50 persons, but less 
than 100 persons, and having an 
active community organization in 
the area, may apply for a Recre¬ 
ational Grant on behalf of the com¬ 
munity organization. 

Recreational Grants may be ap¬ 
proved for any feasible plan for 
recreational facilities, and proj¬ 
ects planned jointly by adjoining 
quali^g communities will be giv¬ 
en consideration.

In tnow, clear the entire 
wbidthleld, tide and back 


windowt. Vition it vital in 
winter driving. Never tmear 
lemon, glycerin or beetwax on 
the glatt; they only make a 
mett. Replace dead wiper blad- 
er bladet with live onet. Fill 
windfhleld wather tankt with 
the recommended tolution, not 
plain water. Drive with head- 
Mghtt, never parking lightt, in 
reduced vitibillty. 

Parking lightt dittort dittance 
to the oncominji motoritt, if 
he sees them at all. 

Use snow tliet or chains 
where traction it poor. Let¬ 


ting tome air out of today's 
low pressure tires it no help 
and increatet wear. Carry 
some tand or chicken wire to 
help the car off glare ice. 
Heavy loads of tand or stone in 
the trunk makes steering tricky 
and makes big tkidt out of 
little onet. In snow or ice, start 
gently, give tires a chance to 
bite. Spinning melts the snow 
or ice, makes things slicker 
and digs the wheels deeper. 

Even with chains or tnow 
tires it takes a lot longer to 
stop a car on ice. Avoid a 


sliding crash by increasing the 
following distance in winter. 
Don't worry about the nut who 
races ahead and takes up that 
space. Let him have it, and 
stay well back of such a poor 
driver. 

Abrupt turns, lane changing 
and sudden changes in speed 
can produce bad skids. Antici¬ 
pate all turns, make them slow¬ 
ly and gently. A driver who 
finds himself in a skid should 
turn the steering wheel in the 
direction the rear-end is slid¬ 
ing, then straighten the front 
wheels as the car straightens. 

On a hill, get enough moment¬ 
um to reach the top, then 
watch for stalled ears or ob¬ 
stacles on the way down. Be 
extra careful in temperature 
traps in shady areas and on 
bridges. Posted speed limits 
are for ideal conditions. Good 
judgment is the real speed 
limit. 

Pump the brakes to slow or 
stop. Slamming them on pro¬ 
duces loss of control. Ice or 
snow can be as slippery at 30 
above as at zero. Heavy traf¬ 
fic at comers packs snow, — 
spinning wheels polish ice and 
stopping becomes treacherous. 
Start to slow down ahead of 
the intersection. 

Inattention to or neglect of 
common sense driving habits 
in winter produce serious ac¬ 
cidents. CHSC urges "Don't 
leave it to the other driver to 
drive right . . . YOU are the 
other driver t o everybody 
else!"

Q—My husband was collecting 
unemployment insurance b^iefit 
under sickness benefit and was 
paid up to tost Saturday. He died 
suddenly six days later, that was 
yesterday, on Friday. What should 
I do abwt the benefit due him 
for the first four days of the week? 
A—Notify your local office .im¬ 
mediately and provida Hwm 
with full particulars. Under cer¬ 
tain circumstances benefit due 
to a deceased person up to the 
date of death may be paid to 
the parson who proves that he is 
equitably entitled to H. 

Q—I have a small business that 
brings in about $25 a week. My 
husband is working, but he says 
that if he loses bis job he wiH not 
be able to claim benefit because I 
have the income from my busi¬ 
ness. I thiidc he is mista^, as 
the income from my business is too 
small, seeing that we have three 
children and have to pay rent. 
Which of us is right? 

A—The fact that you have a email 
business would not affect your 
husband's entitlement to unom- 
ployment insurance benefit pro¬ 
vided he was not participating in 
the operation of your business. 
He would have to supply full 
particulars to the Commission's 
local office when filing his claim 
SO that it could bo decided whe¬ 
ther or not he could be consid¬ 
ered unemployed. 

0—I worked as a waitress for 
almost ten years and when I was 
laid off about a mionth ago, be¬ 
gan drawit^ benefit. I would soon¬ 
er work as a typist as I have had 
some experience in that line. Could 
I take a refresher course in typ¬ 
ing or a course as a stenograpbrn-, 
and stiH collect my benefit until I 
have landed a job? 

A—You should consult your local 
office and give them full par¬ 
ticulars regarding the course. 
Your benefit rights will not be 
affected if you ere directed to 
attend a coursa of instruction or 
training by the Commission. 
Your hcml offfco will giv you 
full details.
